The newly added limitation of "completely isolate the insert from the part" is unclear and raises 1 12 issues because the part must include 
the insert - it can not be 'isolated', but can be encapsulated or sun-ounded; however, it is unclear if either term Is supported by the instant 
specification; also, the thermal differences limitation is newly claimed and requires further consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The amendment filed includes limitations not previously set forth and requires further consideration; applicants arguments drawn to the 
newly claimed limitation of an expanded compressible polymer appear to be met by the polyurethane foam of Kelman and plastic part 50 
of Munray; however, the limitations of the differences in themial expansion appear to overcome the applied references, but are subject to 
further search and consideration - the use of the term "adapts" in the phrase "adapts to differences In thermal expansion" could be 
Interpreted as Intended use ■ the claim should also set forth that the Insert has a different coeff of thenmal expansion than the part, and that 
the insulation layer prevents blemishes in the surface layer because of the newly claimed property.
